He was shot on conviction 
of mutiny.

of trying to overcharge for the 
job, and became the stocks’ first 
prisoner. And the Cardinal La 
Balue, who invented the iron cage 
for torturing prisoners, later spent 
10 years in his own invention, 

In Georgia a bus passenger won

She claimed that the bus driver 
was drunk and told the court that 
it can be just as upsetting to suf-, 
fer a thousand imagined accidents 
as one real one!

Construction—Witn greater activ- 
ity reported in most provinces 
this year, the value of construc- 
tion in Canada is expected to 
top the 1953 peak by 5 percent. 
The shift from engineering to 
building construction is continu- 
ing, and institutiona! building— 
mainly hospitals and schools—is 
expected to show the largest in- 
crease. Average employment in 
the industry is expected to ex- 
ceed half a million this year for 
the first time, 

Prices—Consumer prices averuged 
0.2 percent lower at the start 
of September than at the begin- 
ning of August. Declines in food 
prices outweighed advances in 
rents and homeownership costs, 
Household operation costs were 
unchanged, while prices of cloth- 
ing and other commodities and 
services were down slightly. 
Wholesale prices dipped 0.7 per- 
cent during August, but regis- 
tered no net change in Septem- 
ber. Farm operating and living 
costs were slightly higher in Au- 
gust than in April, but moder- 
ately lower than in August last 
year. 

Banking—With a 10.5 percent in- 
crease in August, the value of 
cheques cashed in the first eight 
months was more than 6 percent 
higher than in 1953. 

Food—Nine-city stocks of cream- 
ery butter, cheddar cheese and 
cold storage eggs were higher 
on October 1 than on the same 
date last year. Three percent 
more fluid milk, 2 percent more 
fluid cream was sold this July. 
More cherries but less peas were 
packed by food processors this 
year than in 1953. Twenty-seven 
percent more wheat flour was 
milled this August. The August 
sea-fish catch was over 10 per- 
cent larger, nearly 21 percent 
more valuable this year. 

Transport—The decline in railway 
car loadings from last year’s lev- 
el continued in the week ending 
September 21 with a drop of 
nearly 8 percent, Over 14 per- 
cent less freight moved through 
Canadian canals this August. 
Oil-pipe line deliveries rose 8 
percent in July, 20 percent in the 


first 7 months this year 
Labour—There were about 1 per- 
cent more claimants on the live 


unemployment insurance register 
at the end of August than at the 
close of July, Industrial employ- 
ment, payrolls and average 
weekly earnings were/slightly 
higher at the start of August 
than a month earlier.
